VALEDICTORY.

Convocation Day, June 14, igoi. 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor, Mr. Vice-Principal, Mr. 
Dean, Gentlemen of the Faculty, Fellow 
Graduates and Students, Ladi-es and Gentle- 
men : — 

Once more with the rolling year Convocation 
Day is come, and the Faculty and friends of 
Medicine have assembled to see tire passing- of 
anothei class. The time-honoured ceremonies 
have been irerformed; the long line has passed 
beneath the Principal’s mag'ic trencher' hard- 
earned degrees have been awarded and ivceivcd, 
and now the hour is come to say “farewell.” 

To us who graduate from McGill University 
to-day, as to the many who have i>receded us. 



the occasion is one of mingled happmess 
and regret. 'Die road which we have tra- 
versed has been long and difficult anf Je 
set with many pitfalls for the unwary, but 
hopes bright beacon ever drew us on, and 
now, to-day, we stand on the border of the 
pvoinised land, eager yet hesitating to enter, and 
casting backwards longing glances of farewell 
and regret on the stony, yet withal, beloved 
paths of undergraduate life. 

hour years ago the notable Class of 1901 was 
formed, and numbered on the roll 136 men. 
They came, drawn by the ever-increasing fame 
of McGill, past the doors and from beneath the 
very shadows of other universities, from every 
Province of Canada, from England and the West 
Indies, from Newfoundland and distant States 
of the Union, to drink at the classic fountain- 
head of knowledge on the side of the Olympian 
Mount Royal. 

And first we sought in fear the daemon of the 
jmecincts. the satyr Cook, and pacified his rag- 
ings with a gift, without which none may hope 
to quaff the nectar. Tlien Mercury, fluent fore- 
runner of the gods, approached us, and pointed 
out in order the paths leading to each fount of 
knowledge, and bade us follow the unalterable 
schedule which would be out before the session 
closed. And these prodromal functions being 
performed, we entered the realm of AEscu- 
lapitis, and came to the first and deepest well of 
knowledge. O’er this presides the great genius 
of Anatomy, around whose many altars rises the 
incense of the weed, and the virtuous Arts-man 
first falls aside from grace. Thenceforth our 
best . friends were cadavres. our room mates 
skeletons, and some unable yet to break such 
bonds of friendship still tarry with them. Great 
was the lore we gathered of anatomy, unsur- 
passed before or since, wherefore to us above all 
others was imparted the secret of the Hippo- 
camjHL'^ major, the corrugator core McCarthii. 
and we rejoiced with the discoverer. 

-And close beside the first there ran a spring 
from out a rocky cavern, where we found the 
far-famed Sibylline book of larger size, and on 
the leaves were diagrams and drawings, with 
pictures of numerous curious animals — and a 
man — . but .Apollo himself was absent from his 
accustomed seats, and only through letters from 
distant Germany held converse with ns. So on. 
past many fountain-heads of knowledge, 
through many halls of Science, we advanced, till 
the wonders of the microscope and Rontgen 
rays, the secret properties of herbs and essences 
and boreian doses, till the necropsial rites of 
Father Virchow and all the hidden mysteries of 
inflauuuation had passed before onr eves. So 
came wc to the hall of Jupiter, Father of Snr- 
p-erv, benefactor and law-giver of his race. Tde 
showed the indications for the scalpel, and when 
and how to re-unite old fractures, and “noints 
of election.” and ever was the students’ friend 
and idol, for when the tune dragged heavilv the 
lecture closed: “An appointment at a quarter to 
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eleven, gentlemen’’; or when the benches 
showed from lack of filling, “The roll will not 
be called till next day, gentlemen.” But others 
also aid him in the work, and in his rock-bound 
operating room a kindly master, King AEolus 
of the Winds, presides o’er the Third Year 
Clinic. 

More calm and stately is the Hall of Saturn, 
silent teacher of Physicians, and his helpers. 
Here all the ills to which mankind is beir to 
meet their master. They showed us how to 
drive away the fever and overcome dread mala- 
dies and poisons, and how to exorcise amoebae 
coli or Laverans plasmodium of ague. All this 
we learnt, and many other things, for man’s 
salubrity. Now we have reached the end, and 
dipped from every^ fount of knowledge on the 
journey. But som’e are absent to-day who first 
made up the number. Some tarry yet for 
deeper draughts of wisdom. Some found the 
the task too irksome and departed, and some 
Mars called with wild alarm to warfare. Many 
returned and are receiving their degrees to-day; 
but two lie on the Veldt, and to their honour 
the Class of 1901 has raised a tablet in the Col- 
lege Hall to perpetuate their memory, and that 
the names of Harold Borden and Pat. O’Reilly 
may be forever known to undergraduates as 
those of heroes of the Empire and McGill. 

For us who graduate the time has come to 
pass out from the old seats first occupied as ver- 
dant Freshmen, lastly as knowing Seniors. The 
days of ambushes and rushes arc over, and all 
the pleasant lounges in the reading-room or 
through the campus. No more will Dan’s wild 
- whoop wake up the echoes, or Looney’s elo- 
quence move Sophomore hearts. The stormy 
days of nominations and elections, of caucus and 
the great Caucasian brothers are behind us. Ab- 
sent will be the beaming face of Damon from the 
nresidential chair, as when of old he ruled the 
Four Year meetings, or listened in dumb ad- 
miration to the flowing periods of Pythias build- 
ing his combination mansions or constructing 
educational sulkies for Martin’s steeds. 

The ■ happy days and careless abandon of 
Undergraduate Bohemia, the swelling chorus 
while awaiting tardy lecturers, the gaudy show 
and mock heroics of Theatre Nights, the foot- 
ball calls and dear old slogan re-echoirig around 
the campus, cheering our teams to victory, all 
are the heritage of those who follow, and so to- 
day. 

We look before and alter, and pine for what is not, 

Our sincerest laughter with some pain is fraught.” 

Of the original 136 men who began the course 
93 are graduating, together with those who have 
come in since. We are receiving at the hands 
of this University to-day a degree which is the 
standard of excellence in Medicine throughout 
America. 

We have studied, gentlemen of the Faculty, 
foir four years at your feet, and you have given 
us of your best. We thank you for your never- 



failing kindness and consideration, and the 
patience which you have ever shown when that 
virtue must have been mostly sorely tried. All 
that we have, our thorough training, our know- 
ledge of technique the prestige we enjoy as grad- 
uates in Medicine of McGill, we owe to you, 
who now constitute a Professoriate numbering 
amongst its members more eminent physicians, 
surgeons and specialists than any other medical 
school upon the Continent. We leave our Alma 
Mater as she approaches the zenith of her power 
and fame. Her buildings are being much en- 
larged, and those who enter in the autumn will 
find prepared a new and larger dissecting room 
more capacious lecture rooms, unexcelled laibor- 
atories of Pliysiology, Pathology, Bacteriology 
and Chemistry, which have, however, come too 
late for our Class to enjoy. 

Her undergraduates list is yearly growing, 
and soon will place her numerically amongst 
the foremost. 

Her graduates in all parts of the country have 
founded societies to foster their Alma Mater’s 
interests and spread her fame. McGill men 
generally, whetlrer near or far, can now follow 
the teachings which she offers in the slowly btit 
increasing number of text books she can call 
her own. 

In Physiology and Pathologv, in Surgerv and 
Medicine, in Gynecology, and. onlv within the 
last year by one of the younger lecturers, in 
Obstetrics we can follow to certain extent, ex- 
clusively, the writings of our own Professors 
past or present. But I would here put in a plea 
for those who complain that we have nothing 
bevond our own imperfect notes from our great 
clinical teachers. How often have we heard the 
fact bewailed that the late Drs. Howard. Ross or 
Fenwick left so slight a lesracv of their great 
learning and experience for future venerations ? 
Musti we in turn suffer the same revret. or may 
we look for somethin" from our late teachers 
in Anatomv. and in the Snrvical. ^Tedical and 
Snecial Clinics bevond isolated article= in the 
iournals, the American text books. Allbutts’ 
Svstem. or Tewett ? 

*^is is the era and these the davs of change 
^d reform, and^ while up to the present the 
Facultv of Medicine, bevond the extension of 
tie session to nine months, has undergone little 
actual chan."e in its general character, vet none 
^*^nbt but that ere long some innovations 
will be renuired to meet the exigencies of ad- 
vancing times. “Give us the practical.’’ is the 
wen leth centurv crv. and the necessity of at- 
en ing it is shown in the great laboratories, 
and large amount of time devoted to that aspect 
of the work, in Medical and other colleges.

Happy is the man who has a genuine love of 
books, and time in which to read them. He is 
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safe from the craft and assaults of the outer 
world ; his tastes are apt to be refined and 
simple; his life one of culture and contentment. 
At a moment’s notice he can travel to distant and 
almost inaccessible lands; he can enter the depths 
of the earth ; can soar into space and be in touch 
with the infinite ; or can live again the olden 
times, tracing the rise and fall of mighty em- 
pires, the birth and progress of great movements 
of thought, and living and conversing with the 
master minds of other ages.

These are certainly the golden days of liter- 
ature — at least for authors — and men like Hall 
Cain and Kipling, whose books sell by the 
hundreds ol thousands, are to be envied even 
by millionaires Within a month of the pub- 
lication of Hall Caine’s “ The Eternal City,” 

1 50,000 copies were old, and it is still one of the 
most widely-read books of the day. This sounds 
odd perhaps, but if we look over the lists of the 
books most in demand, we will find a new one 
topping the list nearly every month. There is 
thus a great ebb and flow of public opinion, and 
the next book that is advertised the world over 
as great, enthralling, psychological and magni- 
ficent will have an immense sale, and, if it has 
the same fate as many others, will be forgotten. 
Society people will skim its pages, or read a 
review of it and be quite qualified to discuss its 
merits, and as some will read an adverse and 
some a favourable criticism, the conversation 
will be quite well sustained. 

There is a moral in the story of the old gent- 
leman who said that “ whenever a new book 
comes out I always read an old one.”

Craham Balfour’s “Life of Robert Louis 
Stevenson,” which has been awaited with great 
interest in the literary world, has been lately re- 
viewed by the New YorkTimes Saturday Review. 
Sydney Colvin was to have written this bio- 
graphy, but, being unable to do so, the work 
passed into the hands of Mr. Balfour, who is 
related to Stevenson, and was intimately eon- 
nected with him during the closing years of his 
life. The reviewer says ; “ It seems clear that 
Mr. Balfour’s work as editor could scarcely have 
been better done. The volumes, moreover, 
contain much entirely new matter, and even 
where familiar ground has necessarily been gone 
over, the work has been done in a sympathetic 
and unhackneyed fashion.” Stevenson’s early 
life, his relations with his family, the change in 
his religious opinions, his personality and later 
life, and his literary work, are all fully treated. 

The work is published by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, New York.

Lastly, Gordon Brown, in a very systematic 
paper, explained the social fabric of the Japan 
of our day, the governmental machine, the 
educational system, the economic wealth of the 
country, its resources and also its religious 
movement.

What was the difference be- 
tween Brahmanism and Buddhism ? How did 
Japanese and English get along together in 
Wri-Hai-Wri, etc. ? 

Syd. Mitchell and Dr. Colby then contributed 
some remarkable answers to the examination 
papers, which aroused endless amusement. After 
It reveillon everybody went home happy.

With three new records and two of the most 
sensational races of the year, the McGill-’Varsity 
games yesterday afternoon were more than 
usually interesting. The aggregate of points 
was in doubt to the end. The finish was 
McGill 57 > ’Varsity 51, McGill winning for the 
third consecutive year. 

The event of the day was the quarter mile, 
which was run in record time. The day was 
anything but favourable, with a bitterly cold 
wind blowing down the stretch, yet Morrow 
found the tape in 50 2-5, a remarkable perform- 
ance. Percy Molson broke out at a hundred 
yard gait to pace Morrow, who overtook him 
at the turn to the stretch and came up in the 
teeth of the wind in splendid shape. It was 
an inspiriting race, and one can’t help wondering 
how fast Morrow could go if he were placed by 
two men such as Molson and Gaskill. 

Percy Molson ran the race of his life in the 
team race. Bray and Jennings managed to get 
about 30 yards out of Ford and Gibson on the 
two first quarters. Molson went after Ferguson 
with the determination to cut down the lead 
and in a magnificent effort gave Morrow the 
nbton with ten yards to the good. It was 
quite dark by this time, and many could not 



see the runners, which was a pity, for, as two cr 
three of the veteran officials said, it was the best 
race they had seen. Morrow had no difficulty 
in winning the final quarter. 

The discus throwing proved a very interesting 
event. Ogilvie, the Vancouver legalite, who 
made the McGill record a week ago, bettered it 
five feet yesterday and made a Canadian record. 
He sent the discus 1 10 feet 5 inches on his 
final throw. His other throws were 100 feet, 
5 inches and 98 feet 7 inches. The former 
inter-collegiate record was 98 feet 2 inches The 
second and third men also went better than the 
record. 

The half-mile and mile races were quite as 
exciting as the sprints. Molson and Teasdale 
finished even in the half-mile. Molson had 
just finished a hundred, so that there is no 
doubt as to who is the best half miler. But as 
far as points went, it was a dead heat, and each 
took four points. Hallman in the mile was 
third or fourth till the stretch, when he came 
away from Stovel and Gray with ease. Hall- 
man’s real distance is five miles, and he holds 
the cross-country honours in the western college. 
The time was 4.46, which is ten seconds better 
than the previous record. 

’Varsity was very sore over the shot put. 
Ogilvie, of McGill, won with 34 feet 1 1 inches. 
It seems that ’Varsity has a man named Simpson 
whose usual put is 35 feet, and who has gone up 
to 37. He was afraid of being, beaten and 
wouldn’t come. Had he come, it is probable 
that ’Varsity would have won the contest on 
points. Dr. Wilmott and the member^ of the 
team were feeling in shape to give Simpson a 
physical lesson when they arrived home. 

The other events were ordinary. The 
hundred in 102-5 against the wind was good. 
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In this event and in the 220 Worthington 
proved a strong competitor against Morrow, but 
was just a little bit too slow. The jumps were 
very ordinary performances. Richardson caused 
a deal of amusement in the high. When he 
jumped his leg would go out of joint at the knee, 
but he coolly shoved it back and went on jump- 
ing as if nothing had happened. Mr. Ed. 
Sheppard suggested that he should get a rivet 
put in. 

J. D. Morrow, the famous runner, made his 
debut as a jumper. He did not get a place, but 
his first jump was 19 feet 9 inches, which would 
win at many a meet. The winning jump was 
19 feet 1 1 inches.
